Ferrell placed his hand on 
the table to emphasize the 
point he was making, Drusch 
slammed his hand down on 
the table. 
Ferrell said he wrote a 
letter to Drusch in February 
requesting 
a 
list of 
the 
equipmeht the Tanklsey firm 
owns. 
“In 
the 
letter 
I 
mentioned that I would be 
glad to discuss this matter 
with him,” Ferrell said. 
He said he received the 
material 
from 
Drusch 
in 
April. “I telephoned Drusch 
last 
Friday 
after 
I 
had 
examined the list and asked 
him if we could have a 
meeting 
to

matter ... and he refused,” 
Ferrell remarked. 
Ferrell said the attorney 
told him the 1974 assessment 
for Tanksley was going to

list, Drusch said, the firm will 
have to pay a lot more 
money. 
”In the past the trucking

District Associate 
Judge Eldon Ziegenhom said 
that if the tractors were not 
on the books someone would 
have to assess them.

“ ADVOCATES” 
Only a decade or two ago 
all cities and most large towns 
had at least two comp eting ' 
newsp ap ers. During the rap id ’ 
growth 
of 
this 
nation,' 
esp ecially the last half of the 
nineteenth century and the 
first half of the twenteith, * 
almost any body could start a 
newsp ap er with a minimum of 
c a p i t a l . 
I r r e s p o n s i bl e ’ 
newsp ap ers faded and folded 
under those conditions, while 
those 
with 
the 
greatest, 
integrity 
p rosp ered. 
A few 
“y ellow journals” thrived on 
scandal, crime and aex, but 
they were recognized for what 
they were and had no influence 
on p ublic p olicy . 
So- 
called 
“ advocacy 
journalism” has come to the 
fore during the p ast decade and 
some newsp ap ers, esp ecially 
some formerly of high rep ute 
which have turned liberal, have 
managed to slip into some of * 
t h e 
s a m e 
t y p e 
o f 
irresp onsibility exemp lified by 
the old “y ellow journals.” No 
charge seems too irresp onsible 
or far- fetched to receive front­ 
p age headlines, esp ecially a 
charge against a constructive 
p erson or business. 
Once up on a time editors 
had to be more careful about 
false charges. Libel suits made 
such charges very exp ensive for 
editors, not to mention the 
tendency for men to take such 
things more p ersonally in those 
day s and come looking for the 
editor with a horsewhip or a 
gun. This has changed. 
The U. S. Sup reme Court is 
now considering a case in 
which the Florida Sup reme 
Court up held a 
1913 law 
requiring newsp ap ers to give 
equal sp ace to rep lies from 
p ersons attacked. Sen. John 
McClellan (D- Ark) has said 
that if it is up held, a national 
law along the same lines might 
be considered. Such a law, 
requiring 
equal 
sp ace

p lacement for rep lies, might 
slow down the worst cases of 
irresp onsible journalism which

Improper 
Carburetor 


Wastes Gasoline 


Virtually any malfunc­ 
tion in the carburetion and 
ignition systems contributes 
to gasoline wastage. If the 
carburetor 
is 
Improperly 
adjusted, one of two con­ 
ditions may exist. Either 
there is too much or too 
little gasoline in the fuel/ 
air mixture. 
If there is too much gaso­ 
line, the excess fuel will not 
be converted to power but 
will eventually escape from 
the engine in a raw state. 
This not only wastes the 
fuel but contributes to air 
pollution. In some cases, a 
too-rich carburetor setting 
will cause engine flooding 
and an even greater waste 
of fuel. 
With a too-lean carbure­ 
tor setting and with too 
little gasoline in the fuel/ 
air mix, you hamper engine 
perform ance. Thus, you 
must step on the accelera­ 
tor harder to get sufficient 
power to operate. So, more 
gasoline is wasted. 
Other carburetor-related 
defects that waste fuel in­ 
clude malfunctioning auto­ 
matic choke and dirty air 
cleaner. If the choke is 
stuck, you’ll be getting too 
much gasoline in the air/ 
fuel mixture. If the air 
cleaner is dirty, then the air 
supply will be restricted, 
again creating a too-rich 
mix. In either case, you’re 
dumping excess raw gas in­ 
to the engine.

He knows how to 
care for his car and keep 
her running in a trouble 
free manner. 
For the inexperienced 
driver, car m aintenance 
presents a problem. He has 
to have someone keeping his 
car in shape for him. 
Inexperienced 
drivers 
tend to buy new cars to 
avoid mechanical problems. 
The average private car 
runs about 1,000 miles per 
month, say 11,000 miles per 
year. Therefore little trou­ 
ble should be expected dur­ 
ing the first two years of 
ownership. New cars have 


the advantage that if, and 
when, they give trouble, it 
is only necessary to call for 
the dealer’s mobile service 
unit. So, as a piece of gen­ 
eral advice to the mechan­ 
ically innocent — “Buy a 
new car and have fewer 
problems.” 
There are strict regula­ 
tions in force concerning 
the safety maintenance of 
cars. As a condition of reg­ 
istration, all vehicles in 
Japan must pass an inspec­ 
tion every two years ione 
year for trucks). 
To pass this test, every 
car, even one which has 
been d riven only 20,000 
miles in 2 years must be 
serviced completely. 
Thanks to this obligatory 


system, vehicles in Japan 
are kept in a reasonably 
safe sta te . S uspension, 
brakes, lighting, windshield 
wipers and nou-standard 
modifications are checked 
for safety. 
It is advisable for owners 
to get more frequent main­ 
tenance for their cars, such 
as taking them to the deal­ 
er’s service facility periodi­ 
cally. However, if this is not 
possible, the driver should 
ask for a quick "check- 
through” when he stops at 
the gasoline station. 
Service stations are capa­ 
ble of simple engine tuning 
and, of course, they check 


oil, water, tires and spark 


Japan is a small country 
and the average driving 
distance is short. So the 
private owner is unlikely to 
wear his car out. Because 
of this, he gets by on in­ 
frequent maintenance. 
There are very few en­ 
thusiasts who service their 
own cars. I was surprised to 
find how few people even 
washed and waxed their 
cars themselves. In this 
respect it is advisable for 
the car owner to learn to 
detect problems early and 
turn his car over to the 
experts.

Automobile Maintenance Matter 
Of Personal Pride in Britain 


Checking m ore than a m illion ears in the 37 top pollution 
centers is the goal o f the U.S. Jaycces this year. About

Any dry Saturday or 
Sunday in the residential 
streets of British towns you 
will see them. Legs sticking 
out from under a time ex­ 
pired heap, a torso bent 
over an engine compart­ 
ment, or maybe a young 
couple adding a Anal gleam 
to shining bodywork. 
The typical British mo­ 
torist is tending his pride 
and joy. Old or young, they 
all have one thing in com­ 
mon — they love their cars. 
And in many ways they 
are right to do so. A car, 
any car, given the atten­ 
tion it needs will respond 
like a healthy dog and run 
well. Neglected, it will be­ 
come dull and lifeless. 
We are very economy 
minded in Britain, and es­ 
pecially boast about the 
number of miles we can 
squeeze from each gallon 
of fuel, and economy begins 
with a well tuned engine. 
Probably the most impor­ 
tant thing in tuning is to 
make sure that the ignition 
system is working proper­ 
ly. Some people will leave 
things to themselves until, 
one day, the engine refuses 
to start, but long before that 
happens 
fuel is being 
wasted by not being fully 
burned. 


Plug Check Advised 
Spark plugs are supposed 
to have a working life of 
around 10,000 miles but it is 
quite possible that they will 
be "off-song” well before 
that. 
An electronic engine di­ 
agnosis is not expensive 
and if carried out every 
5,000 miles, any weal: spo** 
can be located and rectified 
before they develop. Con­ 
tact breaker points in the 
distributor 
are 
usually 
changed at 5,000 mile in­ 
tervals but I prefer to 
change mine every 3,000. 
They cost little and the 
benefits are sure starting 
and better combustion. 
A simple thing which will 
cause an over-rich carbu­ 
retor mixture and, there­ 
fore, high fuel consump­ 
tion, is a dirty air cleaner. 
This will restrict the air in­ 
take so that excessive fuel 
is drawn into the combus­ 
tion chambers and, in addi­ 
tion to high consumption, 
performance will be down 


and engine wear up due to 
dilution of the sump oil. 
An engine which reaches 
its full running temperature 
quickly is better all round. 
To encourage this, I recom­ 
mend fitting an adjustable 
radiator blind, especially for 
winter driving. If you do, 
I also recommend fitt:r.„ „ 


temperature gauge if you 
haven’t one already to avoid 
over-cooking it! 


Bight Tyre Pressure 
A nother very simple 
maintenance job which re­ 
pays handsomely, is keep­ 
ing the right tyre pressures. 
If they are too high or too 
low the treads will wear 
more rapidly and, believe it 
or not, the extra drag from 
soft tyres will increase fuel 
consumption. 
But without doubt, the 
biggest factor in keeping 
down gas bills is your right 
foot. It has been proved 
over many Economy Events 
that light acceleration cou­ 


pled with good traffic anti­ 
cipation will result in sav­ 
ings of 25 per cent and 
more. So treat the gas ped­ 
al as if it had an egg on it! 
One thing you must do — 
or have done — regularly is 
an engine oil change. The 
usual interval is 6,000 miles, 
but if a car is used mainly 
for short runs about town, 
I would halve that period. 


Nibble at Vitals 
On short trips the engine 
never really gets warmed 
up, and by-p ro d u cts of 
combustion collect in the 
sump in stead of being 
boiled away through the 
exhaust. Acids form and 
nibble away at the vitals 
severely reducing engine 
life. 
It isn’t possible in a short 
article like this to cover 
more than a few main 
points of car care, so I have 
concentrated mainly on the 
fuel economy aspect. The 
things which I have men­ 
tioned are all easy to do 
yourself, and if you do even 
just one of them, you will 
reap a benefit. 


WATCH YOUR BATTERY 
Hot, dry summer days are 
particularly hard on batter­ 
ies since fluids evaporate 
more quickly. Be sure to 
check your battery often.

drive sensibly and maintain his car to get the best pos­ 
sible fuel economy.

An increasing number of owners are aware high speeds 
and erratic driving are shameful wasters of fuel. 
A speeder and practitioner of jack-rabbit starts and ha­ 
bitual lane-changer uses significantly more gas than the 
prudent driver. 


Compelling Reason for Shortage 


Add to this the car owner who neglects tune-up, who 
fails to keep his tires inflated properly and commits other 
maintenance transgressions and you have as much a com­ 
pelling reason for gasoline shortages as all the problems 
in the oil-producing world combined. 


The threat to your right to operate your car has 


its roots in the energy crisis and air pollution problem. 
However, the level of pollutants from cars is on a 
steadily declining plateau. All cars built since 1967 
have some form of emission control devices. As low 
emission-equipped vehicles replace older cars with­ 
out such equipment, the air is getting cleaner.

Faulty Components Can 
Cause Drag, Waste Fuel 


If you think the gasoline 
shortage is a drag, then 
there is something you can 
do to make it less of one. 
Make sure critical compo­ 
nents of your car are in 
good condition to eliminate 
conditions that waste fuel. 
For instance, lack of 
maintenance in areas such 
as 
tires, 
brakes, 
shocks, 
wheel alignment and trans­ 
mission can affect gasoline 
mileage as well as safety. 
In some cases, these faulty 
components help create a 
“drag” on the engine, thus 
requiring more gasoline to 
keep the car running. 
Underinflated tires create 
such a drag. So can poorly 
adjusted brakes, especially 
when the driver has a habit 


of “riding” the brake pedal. 
Gas-wasting engine drag 
also can result from im­ 
properly aligned wheels. 
Worn shocks also can 
cause road wandering with 
resultant fuel waste. 
Sli ppin g transm ission 
bands or low transmission 
fluid levels can hinder prop­ 
er changing of automatic 
transmission gears, thereby 
causing fuel wastage. 
Neglected, these compo­ 
nents can cost you money 
in premature tire and brake 
wear as well as possibility 
of expensive transmission 
repairs. With the extra bo­ 
nus of better fuel economy 
and safety, routine main­ 
tenance of these items is 
more important than e>er. 


Gasoline prices haven’t soared to the point where the fuel will he a substitute 
for cash at the bank. And a savings account for gas is not one of the services 
offered by even the most innovative financial institution. But this young motor­ 
ist and her banker friend demonstrate the faet that up to two gallons of gaso­ 
line per tankful ean he saved when a car’s engine is tuned. Driving sensibly is 
another sure-fire way of helping to solve the energy shortage.

Untuned engines will, on average, consum e more than 
8 percent more fuel than when freshly tuned. However, 
tests conducted by Champion Spark Plug Com pany shotc 
that in extrem e cases badly neglected engines waste even 
m ore fuel. Some engines were so badly out of tune 
that they were, using 20 to .‘15 percent more fuel than 
tuned engines. 


Operating a car with an untuned engine is like having 
a small hole in your gasoline tank. You’re wasting almost 
two gallons of fuel for every 20 you put in the tank. 
According to tests conducted by Champion Spark Plug 
Company, a tuned engine will consume 8.2 per cent less 
gas than one overdue for a tune-up. (That is an engine 
th at hasn’t been tuned in more than 10,000 miles.) 
Champion engineers explained why an untuned engine 
is a fuel waster. 


In simple terms, the internal combustion engine used 
in almost all ears in use today is pttwered by the ignition 
of a gasoline and air mixture. 
Two basie systems, carhuretion and ignition are in­ 
volved. 


If those systems don't work right, then fuel is wasted. 
The carburetor receives a supply of gas and air and 
meters it in precise amounts to the combustion chamber. 
Here, an electrical charge supplied by the ignition system 
through the spark plug ignites the air/fuel mixture. This 
source of power is converted into the energy that even­ 
tually drives the wheels of the car. 


Jerry Grant, noted race driver and member of the Champion Spark Plug Company Highway 
Safety Team, has gas economy on his mind. USAC, the official sanctioning body of Indy-type 
racing, has cut fuel allowances per race by some 30 percent. So Grant and his fellow drivers 
will be practicing some of the same fuel savings procedures recommended for all motorists 
in this time of gasoline shortages.

Of all 
the transportation control 
strategies devised to reduce 
air pollution, the one which 
causes the most public con­ 
cern — because it entails 
the greatest personal incon­ 
venience — is the “Reduc­ 
tion of Vehicle Miles Trav­ 
eled.”

Car Needs Check Before Going on Trip 


Just as you would have 
your car inspected before 
taking a vacation trip to 
m ake sure i t ’s ru n n in g 
smoothly, check your cam­ 
era. Shoot a test roll of film 
before leaving. If the pic­ 
tures are satisfactory, you 
can be reasonably sure the 
camera is working properly. 
If not, bring it to a dealer 
and have him check it over. 
When you pack your cam­ 
era for the trip, the first 
thing to do is “unpack” it 
and keep it handy for any 
photo scene that presents 
itself en route. It won’t help 
to see just the shot you want 
if your camera isn’t easily 
available. 
A word of advice: film is 
perishable. Heat and hu­ 
midity are harmful to film. 


In summer, don’t put your 
camera or film in the trunk, 
glove compartment, or on 
the rear-window deck. The 
h a n d ie st place for your 
camera equipment is on the 
seat beside you.

CAR PICTURES 
While driving to your 
camping site, you will want 
to take some pictures. It 
is always best to stop the 
car, but sometimes this is 
not possible.

If you shoot out of 
the side window, the fore­ 
ground of your picture will 
be blurry. Hold your camera 
as steady as possible with­

NATURE PHOTOS 
Campers, more than other 
vacationers, have a love of 
the outdoors and a feeling 
for nature.

The most attractive na­ 
ture pictures often are those 
taken close-up —the flowers 
in bloom, the shells or un­ 
usual rocks your child finds, 
even the toad he brings 
back to camp; all are per­ 
fect subjects for close-up 
shots. 
With extreme close-ups. 
it’s important to measure 
distance accurately. An easy 
way to do this is with a 
piece of string.

Any defect in the ignition 
system is likely to create 
misfire and a resulting in­ 
complete burning of the 
fuel. Thus raw gasoline will 
end up in the exhaust, both 
squandering fuel and cre­ 
ating pollution. 
The role of the ignition 
system is to convert about 
10 volts of primary current 
from the battery to upwards 
of 25,000 volts at the spark 
plug firing end. Any defect 
in this system producing 
less voltage is apt to create 
a misfire. 
Common defects that can 
lead to misfire include worn 
out or fouled spark plugs, 
deteriorated plug cables or 


boots, distributor or coil 
malfunctions. 
If any of these compo­ 
nents aren’t working right, 
it is possible that the elec­ 
trical charge provided won’t 
be sufficient to fire one or 
more spark plugs. The air 
fuel mixture will not be ig­ 
nited in affected cylinders. 
So, not only will gas be 
wasted in non-firing cyl­ 
inders, but you need to com­ 
pensate for loss of power 
by feeding more gas to the 
functioning cylinders. 
If there is a general de­ 
terioration of the ignition 
system, the engine won’t 
start at all (with a result­ 
ant waste of fuel trying to 
start the engine).

deep woods are best when 
taken on an overcast day 
or in hazy sunlight. An ex­ 
posure meter will be a big 
help.

MOI M AINS 
Bright sunlight is best 
for distant mountain vistas, 
but don’t overlook dramatic 
storm-cloud effects. Gen­ 
erally. mountain scenes are 
improved by cross-lighting, 
plus a foreground object — 
a child looking at the scene, 
overhanging tree branches, 
a rushing stream, or color­ 
ful flowers. These will frame 
your picture, set it off. and 
create the desired depth. 


SUNSETS 
Your family silhouetted 
against a setting sun is al­ 
ways a good shot to include 
in your picture-story. If you 
can look at the sunset 
without squinting your eyes, 
it can be photographed in 
color. In other words, with 
autom atic cam eras, wait 
until the sun is below the 
horizon or behind a cloud, 
and then shoot. 
After you’ve taken your 
pictures and removed the 
film from the camera, store 
it in a cool place until you 
can take it to be processed.

Compulsory Vehicle Inspections Producing Good Results 


Little children leap up 
and down in glee and then 
parents smile when they see 
it. This source of pleasure 
for Chicago residents is a 
multi-colored “scoreboard'’ 
that flashes results of the 
recently - introduced 
com­ 
pulsory emissions tests in 
the second largest U.S. city. 
The scoreboard with its 
green and red lights that 
tells motorists they “Pass” 
or “Fail” their emissions 
probes may be a showman’s 
touch to the serious pro­ 
gram. 
But when it flashes green 
for a car that has just com­ 
pleted the test, the car own­ 
er seems to feel genuine joy 
and a sense of satisfaction 
that his or her car is not 
part of Chicago’s air pollu­ 
tion problem. 


O n e Third Fail 
The emissions inspection 
program was begun in Chi­ 
cago in June of 1973. Since 
then tens of thousands of 
cars have been probed to 
see if they meet hydrocar­ 
bon and carbon monoxide 
limits established by the 
city. 
To date, about two out of 
every three cars have been 
able to meet the standards. 
The one-third who have 
failed have been told the 
probable causes of their 
problems and asked to re­ 
turn for a retest after the 
necessary engine a d ju st­ 
ments have been made. 
The test itself is short and 
simple for the motorist. He 
drives to one of 18 check 
lanes situated in various 
parts of Chicago. The car is 
hooked up to a test equip­ 
ment van, with an infra-red 
emissions probe inserted in 
the tail pipe and a lead 
attached to the ignition 
system. Information about 
the car is fed into a com- 


Seliber believes one ap­ 
proach to getting more cars 
in for testing lies in the 
current fuel crisis. He said 
that the same engine mal­ 
functions that cause high 
emissions are the ones that 
waste gasoline. Once the 
high emissions are brought 


under control, gasoline con­ 
sumption will go down. 
Emissions inspections are 
conducted 
without 
extra 
cost to motorists as part of 
their annual Chicago car 
license fees. There are ap­ 
proximately one million ve­ 
hicles in the city.

puter and emission read­ 
ings are taken at two speeds 
- - one at normal idle and 
a second at fast idle. 
It is the computer and 
test machines, rather than 
the operator, that deter­ 
mines pass or fail. Since 
allowable limits differ for 
age of car and for private 
or commercial vehicles, the 
com puter instantly com­ 
pares the emissions of the 
car being tested and what 
permissible levels are. Re­ 
sults are sim ultaneously 
p r i n t e d out for t he car 
owner and flashed on the 
“scoreboard” for him to see. 
Cars that pass are adorn­ 
ed with a blue and white 
sticker which is valid for 12 
months. 
O ne Major l*rohh*m 
Despite the fact that the 
emissions checks are m an­ 
datory, helpful to the en- 


vironment, fairly fast and 
painless, the Chicago in­ 
spection program has one 
major problem Not enough 
cars are being brought in to 
utilize the capacity of the 
check lanes. 
According to program di­ 
rector Jon Seliber, “We try 
to remind motorists time is 
of the essence. While the 
law states a deadline for 
compliance, we urge mo­ 
torists to have inspections 
done well before that dead­ 
line when facilities aren’t 
crowded.”

Buying Some New Tires? 
Put Best on Rear Wheels 


When a person buys a 
new dishwasher, he’s going 
to put it where lie needs it 
most 
— in tiie kitchen. 
Safety experts say the same 
rule applies when buying 
new tires. Unless the car 
has front-wheel drive, tires 
should go where they’re 
needed most - on the rear 
wheels. 
"When selecting a pair 
of replacement tires in the 
same size and construction 
as already on the car, they 
should be put on the rear 
wheels for better traction 
and handling,” says Ross 
R. Ormsby, Chairman of the 
Tire Industry Safety Coun­ 
cil. 
Many experts feel motor­ 
ists who develop tire prob­ 
lems on the front axle, 
because of skidding or dis­ 
ablement, still have a cer­ 
tain degree of control over 
the vehicle with the steering 
wheel. However, when the 
problem occurs on the rear 
wheels most drivers have 
no way to compensate for 
skids or swerves before the 
vehicle can be stopped. 
Tire safety experts from 
th e Na t i o n a l B u r e a u of 
Standards Office of Vehicle 
Systems Research Institute 
for Applied Technology sur­ 
veyed independent studies 
conducted throughout the 
country and involving tliou- 


sands of passenger cars 
Their findings appear to 
agree with the Council’s 
recommendations. 
There is strong evidence 
that a significant number 
of car owners place least 
worn tires on the front 
wheels, whereas available 
accident experience indi­ 
cates the least worn tires 
should be placed-on the rear. 
"Bald tires on the rear 
appear to be more of a 
safety hazard than on the 
front, a finding at variance 
with automotive folklore. 
And bald tires on wet pave­ 
ment make a particularly 
hazardous combination. 
“Vehicles in accidents 
have a larger number of 
severely worn tires on the 
rear than on the front, sug­ 
gesting that it is safer to 
put newer or less worn tires 
on the rear,” said the gov­ 
ernment survey. 


• Tuned engines showed 
improved starting efficiency 
according to Champion 
tests.

Within a 
month it was on “The Hit Parade,” where it stayed for 
17 weeks. 
After he received his Bachelor of Science degree in 
economics, Bobby enlisted in the Marine Corps.

He and 
Cynthia married and had two daughters, Cynthia and 
Ronne. They came to California in 1946. 
Driving over Route 66, Bobby scribbled most of a 
song on a road map. Two weeks after arriving in 
Hollywood he met Nat “ King” Cole, and played 
snatches of the yet unfinished tune for Nat. Two weeks 
later the song was completed and Cole recorded it. It 
sold over a million copies and Troup was on his way. 
After his divorce he met Julie London, who had 
dropped into Hollywood’s Celebrity Room to watch the 
exciting musician- composer- singer she’d heard about. 
Bobby, Julie, their daughter Kelly, 11, and twin sons 
Jody and Reese, 10, live in Encino, Calif.

Bob Hope once told an aspiring young performer 


that he thought success in show business might be just 
around the comer since the newcomer had one big asset 
in common with Hope, himself, "people remember your 
face.** 
Since 1924 that easily and happily identifiable face 


(with accent on the ski-jump profile) has turned its facile 
expressions of mirth, mischief and merriment to 
vaudeville audiences, motion picture audiences and later 
to television audiences (the radio run, equally successful, 
provided only the crisp voice and the superb timing of a 
master comedian with the listeners free to provide their 
own idea of Hope’s face).

Drusch of Cape Girardeau, an 
attorney for the Tanksley 
Trucking Co., over the 1974 
tax assessment on the firm ’s 
equipment. 
The trucking company is 
located on Nash Road two 
miles north of Scott City in 
the northern extremity of 
Scott County. 
Ferrell, walked out after 
being interrupted twice by 
Drusch while explaining the 
problem he is having with the 
T an k sley 
assessment 
to 
members 
of 
the 
County 
Court. 
At 
one 
point, 
when 
Ferrell placed his hand on 
the table to emphasize the 
point he was making, Drusch 
slammed his hand down on 
the table. 
Ferrell said he wrote a 
letter to Drusch in February 
requesting 
a 
list 
of 
the 
equipmeht the Tanklsey firm 
owns. 
“ In 
the 
letter 
I 
mentioned that I would be 
glad to discuss this matter 
with him,” Ferrell said. 
He said he received the 
material 
from 
Drusch 
in 
April. “I telephoned Drusch 
last 
Friday 
after 
I 
had 
examined the list and asked 
him 
if we could have a 
meeting 
to 
discuss 
this 
matter ... and he refused,” 
Ferrell remarked. 
Ferrell said the attorney 
told him the 1974 assessment 
for Tanksley was going to 
remain the same and if there 
was going to be any meeting,

Drusch told the court 
members a different story. 
D uring

telephone 
conversation, he said Ferrell

rem em b ered

telephone conversation a few 
weeks ago in which he said 
the assessment would remain 
the same as it had been for 
the past two years. 
Lankford denied making 
the statement and said the 
court 
could 
not make 
a 


decision on the amount of 
taxes Tanksley would pay 
until 
the 
firm 
appeared 
before 
the 
B oard 
of 
Equalization. 
“It’s 
up to Ferrell to 
place an assessment on the 
equipment. He may be new, 
but he is being fair and doing 
a 
good 
job,” 
Lankford 
remarked. 
Drusch said the Tanksley 
firm has received a fair break 
on taxes in the past. “The 
tractors 
have 
not 
been 
assessed ... only the trailers,” 
he remarked. 
If 
Ferrell 
adds 
the 
tractors to the assessment 
list, Drusch said, the firm will 
have to 
pay 
a lot more 
money. 
“In the past the trucking

$20,000

taxes, but this could bring it 
up to at least $60,000,” he 
said.

Judge Eldon Ziegenhom said 
that if the tractors were not 
on the books someone would 
have to assess them.

Virtually any malfunc­ 
tion in the carburetion and 
ignition systems contributes 
to gasoline wastage.

No one pours gasoline in 
his radiator, but a car’s 
cooling system can be re­ 
sponsible for reducing gas­ 
oline mileage. So can other 
car parts that seemingly 
have no connection with 
fuel consumption. 
Since the condition of the 
cooling system affects en­ 
gine performance, abnor­ 
malities in cooling temper­ 
atures curtail gasoline mile­ 
age. A faulty thermostat, 
causing an engine to run 
too cool, creates a condition 


where more gas is needed 
to maintain power. An over­ 
heating engine also ham­ 
pers efficient combustion of 
fuel. 
Inside the engine, a stuck 
heat riser valve also wastes 
gas. When this valve is not 
operating as it should, fuel 
is not vaporized efficiently 
and excess raw gas escapes 
into the exhaust. 
As for the exhaust system 
itself, if there is any ob­ 
struction in it, fuel econ­ 
omy suffers.

Portland, Oregon antici­

Annual emissions inspec­ 
tion in State-operated fa ­ 
cilities will cost an estimated

Car Needs Check Before Going on Trip 


Just as you would have 
your car inspected before 
taking a vacation trip to 
m ake sure i t ’s ru n n in g 
smoothly, check your cam­ 
era. Shoot a test roll of film 
before leaving. If the pic­ 
tures are satisfactory, you 
can be reasonably sure the 
camera is working properly. 
If not, bring it to a dealer 
and have him check it over. 
When you pack your cam­ 
era for the trip, the first 
thing to do is “unpack” it 
and keep it handy for any 
photo scene that presents 
itself en route. It won’t help 
to see just the shot you want 
if your camera isn’t easily 
available. 
A word of advice: film is 
perishable.

Any defect in the ignition 
system is likely to create 
misfire and a resulting in­ 
complete burning of the 
fuel. Thus raw gasoline will 
end up in the exhaust, both 
squandering fuel and cre­ 
ating pollution. 
The role of the ignition 
system is to convert about 
10 volts of primary current 
from the battery to upwards 
of 25,000 volts at the spark 
plug firing end. Any defect 
in this system producing 
less voltage is apt to create 
a misfire. 
Common defects that can 
lead to misfire include worn 
out or fouled spark plugs, 
deteriorated plug cables or 


boots, distributor or coil 
malfunctions. 
If any of these compo­ 
nents aren’t working right, 
it is possible that the elec­ 
trical charge provided won’t 
be sufficient to fire one or 
more spark plugs. The air 
fuel mixture will not be ig­ 
nited in affected cylinders. 
So, not only will gas be 
wasted in non-firing cyl­ 
inders, but you need to com­ 
pensate for loss of power 
by feeding more gas to the 
functioning cylinders. 
If there is a general de­ 
terioration of the ignition 
system, the engine won’t 
start at all (with a result­ 
ant waste of fuel trying to 
start the engine).

Compulsory Vehicle Inspections Producing Good Results 


I.ittle children leap up 
and down in glee and tlu-n 
parents smile when they .see 
it 
This source of pleasure 
for Chicago residents is a 
multi-colored “scoreboard" 
that flashes results of the 
recently - introduced 
com­ 
pulsory emissions tests in 
the second largest U.S. city. 
The scoreboard with its 
green and red lights that 
tells motorists they “Pass” 
or “Fail” their emissions 
probes may be a showman s 
touch to the serious pro­ 
gram. 
But when it flashes green 
for a car that has just com­ 
pleted the test, the car own­ 
er seems to feel genuine joy 
and a sense of satisfaction 
that his or her car is not 
part of Chicago’s air pollu­ 
tion problem. 


O n e T h ir d Fail 
The emissions inspection 
program was begun in Chi­ 
cago in June of 1973. Since 
then tens of thousands of 
cars have been probed to 
see if they meet hydrocar­ 
bon and carbon monoxide 
limits established by the 
city. 
To date, about two out of 
every three cars have been 
able to meet the standards. 
The one-third who have 
failed have been told the 
probable causes of their 
problems and asked to re­ 
turn for a retest after the 
necessary engine a d ju st­ 
ments have been made. 
The test itself is short and 
simple for the motorist. He 
drives to one of 18 check 
lanes situated in various 
parts of Chicago. The car is 
hooked up to a test equip­ 
ment van, with an infra-red 
emissions probe inserted in 
the tail pipe and a lead 
attached 
to the ignition 
system. Information about 
the car is fed into a com- 


Seliber believes one ap­ 
proach to getting more cars 
in for testing lies in the 
current fuel crisis. He said 
that the same engine mal­ 
functions that cause high 
emissions are the ones that 
waste gasoline. Once the 
high emissions are brought 


under control, gasoline con­ 
sumption will go down. 
Emissions inspections are 
conducted

cost to motorists as part of 
their annual Chicago car 
license fees.

Buying Some New Fires? 
Put Best on Rear Wheels 


When a person buys a 
new dishwasher, he's going 
to put it where he needs it 
most — in the kitchen. 
Safety experts say the same 
rule applies when buying 
new tires. Unless the car 
has front-wheel drive, tires 
should go where they're 
needed most 
on the rear 
wheels. 
“When selecting a pair 
of replacement tires in the 
same size and construction 
as already on the car. they 
should be put on the rear 
wheels for better traction 
and handling.” says Ross 
R Ormsby, Chairman of the 
Tire Industry Safety Coun­ 
cil. 
Many experts feel motor­ 
ists who develop tire prob­ 
lems 
011 the front axle, 
because of skidding or dis­ 
ablement, still have a cer­ 
tain degree of control over 
the vehicle with the steering 
wheel. However, when the 
problem occurs on the rear 
wheels most drivers have 
no way to compensate for 
skids or swerves before the 
vehicle can be stopped. 
Tire safety experts from 
th e Na t i o n a l Bu r e a u of 
Standards Office of Vehicle 
Systems Research Institute 
for Applied Technology sur­ 
veyed independent studies 
conducted throughout the 
country and involving thou- 


sands of passenger cars 
Their findings appear to 
agree with the Council’s 
recommendations. 
There is strong evidence 
that a significant number 
of car owners place least 
worn tires on the front 
wheels, whereas available 
accident experience indi­ 
cates the least worn tires 
should be placed on the rear 
"Bald tires on the rear 
appear to be more of a 
safety hazard than on the 
front, a finding at variance 
with automotive folklore. 
And bald tires on wet pave­ 
ment make a particularly 
hazardous combination. 
“Vehicles in accidents 
have a larger number of 
severely worn tires on the 
rear than on the front, sug­ 
gesting that it is safer to 
put newer or less worn tires 
on the rear,” said the gov­ 
ernment survey.

Bob Hope once told an aspiring young performer 
that he thought success in show business might be just 
around the comer since the newcomer had one big asset 
in common with Hope, himself, “people remember your 
face.” 
Since 1924 that easily and happily identifiable face 
(with accent on the ski-jump profile) has turned its facile 
expressions of mirth, mischief and merriment to 
vaudeville audiences, motion picture audiences and later 
to television audiences (the radio run, equally successful, 
provided only the crisp voice and the superb timing of a 
master comedian with the listeners free to provide their 
own idea of Hope’s face). Since his equipment for being 
a comedian included such assets as fine-honed timing 
and the grace of an athlete, Hope was able to succeed 
equally in all fields. 
Born Leslie Townes Hope in England, he arrived with 
his family in Cleveland, Ohio, when he was four years 
old. His vaudeville career, beginning in 1924, expanded 
to Broadway and network radio success in the 1930’s, to 
motion pictures in the late 1930’s and to television in 
1950. 
Today, in addition to being the nation’s most widely 
viewed comedian on nationwide television, Hope is 
noted equally for his extensive philanthropies and the 
expenditure of his time for charitable causes for which 
he does innumerable benefits (at least one or more a 
week, every month of the year). He is the recipient of 22 
honorary degrees from colleges and universities and has 
been 
awarded 
nearly 
2,000 
citations 
for 
his 
humanitarian and professional efforts, including the 
Medal 
of 
Freedom 
from President Johnson, the 
Congressional Gold Medal from President Kennedy, a 
special Oscar and Jean Hersholt Award, the Criss Award, 
the Pacem in Terris Award and numerous others. 


RICHARD C. WALD 
President, NBC News 
Richard C. Wald, appointed President of NBC News 
in January, 
1973, has an outstanding record of 
achievement in both print and broadcast journalism. 
He joined the National Broadcasting Company as 
Vice President, NBC News, in April, 1968. In that 
capacity, he was in charge of the entire NBC News “hard 
n ew s” 
operation, 
including 
its 
world- 
wide 
news gathering facilities and all regularly scheduled news 
programming. In June, 1972, he was named Executive 
Vice President of NBC News, 
with 
all principal 
executives of the division reporting to him. 
Mr. Wald was long associated with the New York 
Herald Tribune and was its last managing editor. He 
joined that newspaper in 1951 as Columbia College 
correspondent. Later he served, variously, as religion 
editor, political reporter and, from 1959 to 1963, as a 
foreign correspondent. His overseas assignments were 
with the London and Bonn bureaus. 
Mr. Wald was born in New York City. He is a 
graduate of the city’s Stuyvesant High School and of 
Columbia College (B. A. f952). As the first Harry J. 
Carman Fellow at Columbia University, he majored in 
comparative literature, wrote a thesis on Franz Kafka, 
and was awarded an M. A. in 1953. He was a Kellett 
Fellow at Clare College, Cambridge, England, where he 
majored in English literature and history. He was 
awarded an A. B. from Clare College in 1955. 
Mr. Wald lives in Larchmont, N. Y., with his wife, the 
former Edith Leslie of New York, and their three 
children: Matthew, Elizabeth and Jonathan.
